A late penalty won the 
trophy for Hallam and no one could deny the Blues were worthy winners after 
having dominated the game. Hopefully the new season will bring further success 
in what should be a highly competitive Premier Division following the promotion of 
last season’s top three sides into the Unibond League.

TONIGHT’S VISITORS...... 


SHEFFIELD WEDNESDAY ACADEMY 


he Owls Academy visit Sandygate this evening in their final warn 
re game before Saturday’s big kick off at home to Bristol City. The 
9004-5 season will see Wednesday — along with their contemporaries — 
field just an under-18 side after Youth football was restructured in the 
summer, The new season will be the club’s seventh in the Academy 
structure since the format was launched in 1998 although in latter years 
results have suffered alongside the clubs’ first team and reserve sides, 
However results are not the most important at this level of football and 
this is perhaps proven by the fact that although the club’s Academy side 
has failed to finish outside of the bottom two places in the last three years 
they have produced the likes of Richard Wood, Jon Shaw & Lewis 
McMahon for Wednesday’s first team. Paradoxically in the club’s debut 
Academy season Wednesday finished runners-up and reached the 
National Play Off Final — losing in the last minute of extra time to West 
Ham United — but only Leigh Bromby went on to figure on a regular 
basis in league football. 


Before being awarded Academy status Wednesday had spent a solitary 
season in the short lived F.A.Premier Youth League (winning the 
Northem Conference) whilst prior to 1997 they competed in the old 
Northern Intermediate League. Wednesday joined the competition in 
1958 and finished seventh in their inaugural season, playing home games 
at Owlerton Stadium. Despite playing in the league for almost 40 years 
the Owls never managed to lift the N.I.L. championship but did reach a 
multitude of League Cup Finals, winning in 1982, 1989 & 1993. 
Previous to playing in an organised youth competition the club’s junior 
side competed in the Sheffield based Hatchard League, which included 
such long forgotten names as Steel Peach & Tozer, Edgar Allen Sports & 
Old Centralians plus some clubs still around today — Sheffield Club & 
Penistone Church to name two. The Owls first ever Youth game was a 2- 
O win against the latter in September 1948 but in a decade of Hatchard 
League football Wednesday could not gain that elusive league title, 
frustratingly finishing runners-up on four occasions before youth football 
started to develop into the format we recognise today. 


ACADEMY PROFILE 
WARK SMITH 


As a player Sheffield born Mark Smith was 
a classy central defender who graduated 
through the Owls Youth system — signing 
apprentice forms in July 1976 - to appear in 
exactly 350 first team games for Wednesday 
His senior debut came at Colchester United 
in April 1978 and the unflappable defender 
became a regular under Jack Charlton and 
entered the club’s record books when 
scoring eleven penalties during the Owls 
promotion season of 1979-80. His story was Ei 
a classic tale of local boy made good and he remained a first team fixture until 
the mid-1980s when he faced stiff competition from the likes of Mick Lyons and 
Lawrie Madden. Whilst on the Owls books Smith also earned five England U-21 
caps and his loyalty was rewarded in September 1986 when almost 11,000 fans 
attended his testimonial game against Sheffield United. 





However despite fighting off competition to end the season as first choice he 
subsequently left for Plymouth Argyle where he remained for two further 
seasons, appearing in 97 games for the Home Park club, His next transfer 
brought Smith home to South Yorkshire — signing for Barnsley — and enjoyed a 
successful spell at the Oakwell club, including a goal at the Kop end for 
Barnsley on his return in April 1991! A £70,000 fee then took Smith to Notts 
County and after spells on loan at Port Vale, Huddersfield Town & Chesterfield 
he ending his playing days at Lincoln City in 1994. 


It was at Sincil Bank that he secured his first back room position — as Lincoln 
youth team coach — and was later promoted to assistant manager at Notts County 
after having initially being appointed to the coaching staff. Before joining 
Wednesday as Academy coach in July 2003 Mark had been assistant director at 
Bamsley where he led the club’s U-19 side to runners-up spot and the semi- 
finals of the prestigious F.A. Youth Cup in 2003. Not unlike his ex teammate 
Chris Turner he starts the new season with a new crop of players with Owls fans 
hoping he can replicate the success of the club’s youth system in the late 1970s 
that brought the outstanding talent of Mark Smith into top-flight football.

Wanderers. A tenacious, hard-working and lively player, Sean normally operates 
in the heart of midfield with his tertier-like displays making him a nuisance for the 
opposition. Always willing to learn and develop, Sean will be looking to continue 
after making significant progress last season. 


JOE APPLEYARD 

Aright-sided centre-back, Joe hails from the Wadsley area of Sheffield and has 
progressed through the SWFC academy to embark on his scholarship at 
Hillsborough. The six-footer, who is renowned for his heading ability, putin an 
impressive performance on several occasions in the under-19 side towards the 
end of last season and will be targeting a regular place this term. The SWFC 
academy management team are hoping for big things from Appleyard, but won't 
rush him as the youngster has much more to learn. 


ANDREW BROADBENT 

A versatile performer, local lad Broadbent joined up with the Owls’ under-16 
squad last season but his progress was disrupted by a knee problem. However, it 
was always the SWFC academy's intention to offer the Wadsley-born defender a 
scholarship despite his injury as he showed significant potential during his time 
training with the under-16 side. Andrew, who can play at right-back, centre 
midfield or centre-half, is back to full fitness and raring to go this season.

| eeds-born Thomas is a left-sided centre-half turned midfielder after switching positions 
midway through 2003-04. Spurr is a natural leader out on the pitch and he putin some 
impressive displays in the under-19 side fast term. A regular feature of the SWFC 
academy in the past three to four years, the tall, athletic and versatile defender also 
possesses a fine left foot. He will be looking to put these useful attributes to great effect 
against his opponents this season. 


RICKEL WHITE 

London-born White links up with the SWFC academy having previously been on the 
hooks of Wimbledon. The strong and competent midfielder has settled in well with his 
new academy teammates. Rickel made several appearances for the Owls’ under-19 
side last season, netting three goals in his spell at Hillsborough. The youngster will be 
looking to show what he can do as he embarks on scholarship terms at his new club. 


KYLE FORES-CHAMBERS 

Worksop-born Kyle is a lightening-quick centre forward who possesses a clinical finish in 
front of goal. A number of clubs scrambled to secure the youngster’s signature but it was 
the Owls who nipped in to te him to the SWFC academy on scholarship terms. Fores- 
Chambers was involved with both the Owls’ under-19 and reserve sides in 2003-04, and 
will be eager to show the SWFC academy management team more of what he can do 
during the current campaign 


RICHARD JONES 

Left-sided midfielder Jones swapped the red half for the blue half of Sheffield when he 
joined the SWFC academy from Sheffield United at the end of 2003-04. Richard's 
outstanding attributes are his versatility and his fine ‘left peg’, as he can play anywhere 
down the left-hand side, whether it be at left-back or further forward on the flank. The 
Doncaster-born youngster has an exemplary attitude and is a very athletic performer. 
Jones will be looking to make an impression on the SWFC academy side in the 2004-05 
campaign. 


SCOTT ELLIS 

Born in Chapeltown, Sheffield, tricky midfielder Ellis has progressed through the SWFC 
academy to be handed a scholarship at Hillsborough. His abilities have been compared 
to those of Matt Hamshaw, as Scott is a traditional wingman who likes to cut inside and 
is also capable with both feet. A skilful player, Scott really made an impression on the 
SWFC academy management team in the final month of the 2003-04 season, enough to 


win the youngster a scholarship. They are hoping he will continue his development with 
full-time training

In the early days of organised football in Sheffield the two clubs met on a 
regular basis at first team level — the first recorded meeting occurring in 
November 1876 when the sides drew 1-1 at Wednesday's old ground at 
Myrtle Road. However once Wednesday turned professional in 1887 the 
meetings started to decline and it was not until the middle of the 
Twentieth Century that the two clubs started to meet again, albeit the 
Owls ‘A’ team facing Hallam’s first team in the old Yorkshire League, 


The sides met on seven occasions in league and cup between 1957 and 
1960 — Hallam recording two wins — but since Wednesday resigned from 
the competition in 1961 the clubs only meetings have been restricted 
solely to friendly games, summarised below:
